Referring to yesterday's discus- 
sion of commercial relations, he said ho 
believed the days of tin- strict Manches- 
ter free trade school were passing. The 
remark was greeted with cheers and 
cries of dissent, after which .Mr. Ritchie 
explained that he did not wish to infer 
■hat Great Britain was likely to abandon 
her free trade policy, but thought that, 
without departing in the fundamental 
principles, there might be arranged a 
closer reciprocal connection between the 
Motherland and the Colonies. 

The delegates spent most of the day in 
discussing -the resolution proposed by the 
Toronto Board of Trade, advocating 
"the adoption of a commercial policy 
based on the principle of mutual benefit, 
by which each part of the Empire may re- 
ceive, substantial advantage in trade, us 
the result of its national relationship," 
and .an amendment of the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce in favor of free 
trade. 

The discussions were of the most ani- 
mated character, the Canadians warmly 
resenting the 'attack of the free traders. 
Finally, a conference of disputants was 
held and resulted hi the announcement 
that an agreement had been reached to 
ask the government to appoint a special 
commission, consisting of representatives 
of Great Britain and the colonies and 
India, to consider the best, means of 
strengthening trade relations between the 
different patta of the Empire.

London, June 28.— (3:20 a.m.) -The 
composite brigade of 2,:iUO men who 
raised the investment of Tien Tsin and 
pushed on to help Admiral Seymour, bus 
probably saved him; but the news lias not 
yet reached Chee Foo, the nearest wire 
point. The last steamer brought this 
message, dated Tien Tsin, Monday, June 
25 : 

"The Russian general in command of 
the relief force had decided, in view oi" 
Saturday's heavy lighting and marching, 
that one day's rest for the troops was 
essential, and that the advance should 
not he resumed until to-day. 

"Meanwhile came Admiral Seymour's 
heliograph that his position was render- 
ed desperate and that he could only hold 
out two days. The relief started at 
dawn to-day (.Monday)." 

■Saturday's lighting began at daybreak. 
The allied forces opened with several of 
tho Terrlble's -1.7 naval guns, six held 
guns and numerous machine guns, the 
firing being at long range. They con- 
tinued to advance steadily, the Chinese 
artillery replying. 

The guns of the allied forces were moro 
skilfully handled and put the guns of 
the Chinese out of action one by one, the 
Chinese retreating about noon. 

There was keen rivalry among the re- 
presentatives of the various nations as 
to which should enter the city first, uud 
the British and Americans went in neck 
and neck.

London, June 27.— Sir Michael nicks- 
Beach, chancellor of the exchequer, who 
was the guest of Lord Mayor Newton 
and the bankers and merchants of the 
city nt the Mansion House, this evening, 
speaking of the difficulties facing a chau- 
celior who found three ware, in South 
Africa, China and Ashanti, on bis haudri 
at the same time, said: "It is dilllcult 
to know what are the scope and nature 
of the work before us in China. We can- 
not yet tell what were the precise im- 
mediate reasons for this furious out- 
break. We do not know how far it ex- 
pends nor can we tell what are the re- 
lations of the Chinese government with 
those who, at any rate in the lirst in- 
•stuiico, were rebels against the aulhor- 

"It is easy to see, however, that the 
first duty of the powers, among whom I 
.•im glad' to recognize the United States 
■and Japan, in to defend their legations 
and subjects, and to exact reparation lor 
injury to life and property, as well as to 
see that such tilings do not occur again. 

"Since the war between China and 
Japan it has been fashionable to regard 
China as a plum cake to be divided 
among the powers, provided the powers 
do not quarrel among themselves. I 
doubt whether any one among us would 
advance that view, and it litis never been 
the view of Her Majesty's present gov- 
ernment, which has always desired that 
there should 1"' a stabie government ill 
China.

London, June 27.— The latest Shan 
hai reports- say Prince Taun, the head of 
the Chinese foreign otlice and father of 
the heir apparent, has cent the legations 
to Sian Fu under escort, aud adds that 
Sian Fu will be the new capital in the 
event of Pokin being occupied by the in- 
ternational forces. 

Admiral Seymour, it is asserted, suc- 
ceeded in getting a message into Tien 
Tsin on Monday, aacordittg to which he 
w.uri then eight miles westward, terribly 
harassed, could only bold out another 
two days, and bad (!2 tilled and oyer 
200 wounded. He did nut mention the 
ministers or others from Pekin. 

A special from Shanghai, dated last 
evening, says that communication with 
Admiral Seymour was opened by the Tien 
Tsin relief force! on Sunday. Admiral 
Seymour was at that time said to be ten 
miles from Tien Tsin. Three hundred of 
the members of his party were sick and 
wounded, and only a few had bve i kill 
ed. They were short, of provisions, and 
were returning without having reached 
the legations. 

Shanghai. June 27..— A German paper 
has an uncredited statement to the effect 
that Admiral Seymoui is eight miles 
from Tien Tsin with 02 killed ami 200 
wounded. 

Berlin. June 27.— The Gormnn consul 
at Chee Foo confirms the contents of the 
message from the vice-admiral, which 
reached Tien Tsin on Monday,, saying he 
was then eight miles eastward of the 
city, terribly harassed, eclld only hold 
out another two days, that he had 22 
men killed and over 200 wounded, and 
adds that the admiral asked for the do- 
spatcli of a relief column of 2.000 men. 

The column left Tien Tsin during the 
morning of June 2.1, under Russian com- 
maud. 

Loudon, June 27.— It is claimed that 
the report.-, as to the damage at Tien. Tsin. 
and the casualties among the foreign re- 
sidents have been highly oolored. 

The exodus of Chinese from Shang- 
hai irt unabated. Every steamer is 
thronged ami the authorities have been 
obliged to resort to the use of lire hose to 
prevent the fugitives from overcrowding 
the vessels. 

The commander of the British first- 
class cruiser Undaunted lias landed large 
supplies of rifles and ammunition and 
glints have been placed in position at com- 
manding points, with the result that the 
foreigners are confident that they can 
overcome an attack upon the settlement 
in which the foreigners from the out 
stations are rapidly congregating. 

According to a despatch from Now 
Chwang, tuc Russians there are barely 
aide to cope witli the situation. The 
Chinese, it upponm, am burning all tlie 
railroad material, killing isolated per- 
sons at every opportunity, and destroy- 
ing the coal mines*. 

Liondon, June 27.— A special despatch 
from Chee Foo says: 

_ "The light of the allied force against 
the combined Boxers and Chinese sol- 
diers, barring the road to Tien. Tsin, 
opened at daybreak. One hundred and 
fifty Americans were among the 2,000 
international troops. The Chinese soon 
broke under heavy shelling and th/m the 
arsenal was attacked and the gnna were 
gradually silenced. The light was prac- 
tically over at noon. 

Tin; keen friendly rivalrv for the honor 
of first entering the city resulted in the 
Americans and British going in neck 
and neck, with the others close up. 

Paris, Juno 27.— The French consul- 
general at Shanghai, telegraphing under 
the date of yesterday, announces that 
the allied troops have entered Tien Tsin. 
He states also that the foreign ministers 
have departed from Pekin fur the north 
accompanied by a Chinese escort. It in 
supposed that they are headed for 
Shanghai Kounun Flag, the course of the 
great wall. 

'The telegram adds that the viceroy of 
Nankin and the viceroy of Tie Hnng 
have requested the consul to announce 
to the French government that they are 
protecting the interests of some of the 
missionaries and some of the foreign 
merchants in that region. 

A Yang Tso telegram of the same date 
states that the French consul nt Chee 
Foo confirms the news of the deliverance 
of Tien Tsin, and the fact that the for- 
eign ministers left Pekin under escort. 

A despatch from Tien Tsin, dated yes- 
terday, says that the Protestant mission 
at Weihsing was burned down by rebels 
lust Monday night. 

Yokohama, June 27.— The Emperor 
has sanctioned an outlay of 15,000,000 
yen towards the cost of military opera- 
tions in China. 

It is reported it 
increasing hostility 
in Korea. 

Washington, June 27.— The Chinese 
minister called this morning on the sec- 
retary of state and communicated to him 
the contents of a despatch which he had 
received from the Tsung Li Yamen, nt 
Pekin, dated the 10th Inst. The despatch 
state. ;h,|| the foreign ministers had be- 
fore liiis date asked permission for the 
legation guards to enter the city, which 
pen,, ; ;siou had been granted, that they 
subsequently asked that these guards be 
rein forced, which the Chinese govern- 
ment wus not disposed to permit. 

The despatch then goes on to state that 
the consul-general at Tien Tsin, supposed 
to be the French consul-general, had tele- 
graphed to the viceroy of Chilis Li, that 
the foreign general had demanded the 
surrender of the Taku forts, and that the 
foreign ministers were secretly to leave 
Pekin for Tien Tsin with their guards. 

The Chinese minister has just received 
a telegram from Pekin, via Ching Wu, 
dated June 19, saying that the ministers 
and foreigners in Pekin were r.nfe there 
and well, nnd that arrangements were 
being made to provide them with an es- 
cort out of the city.

Wrecked 



The Old Alaska Broken Up on 
the Beach at Nome 
City. 



Mary D. liume Rescues Her 
Crew— Amur i>ails For 
okaywa). 



According to advices received by yes- 
terday's mail from Nome, one of the 
most thrilling wrecks which has attended 
the Cape Nome fleet occurred oil the 
Koine bench on June G, when the bark 
Alaska, %lth 20 men aboard, went 
ashore in the teeth of u driving gale, the 
waves running mountains high, Ac- 
cording to reports, only for the heroic 
action of the ofllceid of the Mary D. 
Hume, many of the Alaska's passengers 
and crew would have found a watery 
grave. With the vessel driving in 
towards shore almost with irresistible 
force oy [he wi.id una waters, the steam 
iichoouer Mary D. Hume gallantly went 
to the rescue, took the passengers and 
crew from the doomed vessel, and made 
oil just in the nick of time; ten minutes 
more and it would have been too late. 
As t >'.•!!«, they were so close to the 
driving line of breakers that for a few 
'moments it was thought that neither 
vessel would escape going to pieces amid 
the mountainous swells. 

The population of Nome City were 
awe-struck witnesses of the whole affair. 
When the Alaska, which was anchored 
about a mile from the beach, lirst began 
to drag her anchor, it was thought that 
there was no danger, but the wiud in- 
creased, and despite the efforts of the 
crew she was driven to destruction. 

After the vessel had dragged perhaps 
ten miuutes, signals of distress were 
made to the near-by vessels and the 
shore. The Alaska was closer in shore 
than any of the rest of the vessels, and 
there was quite a distance to overcome 
before she could be reached by the near- 
est vessel. The crew and captain of 
the Cleveland, who witnessed the affair, 
could do nothing. Their vessel wns too 
large and unwieldy to do any good. It 
was impossible to handle it in the heavy 
sea. Her heavy anchors were both 
dowu,, and it was nil she coutd do to 
hold her'place. It was almost certain 
that the bark would go on the beach 
when the Mary D. Hume, which had 
pulled up her anchors, swooped around 
in a circle towards the doomed craft. 
Her short and swift journey was 
watched with intense interest. Had she 
failed, not only the passengers and crew 
on the driving vessel, but also her own 
would have been thrown intu the driving 
breakers on the beach. Then there 
would have been two disasters in place 
of one. 

As she drew nearer the driving bark 
the gale almost hid her movements from 
sight. The men on the Cleveland 
secured a glass, however, and in their 
interest and sympathy did not miss a 
single movement. The men on the 
Alaska conld be seen to be gesticulating 
to the people on the Hume. Their de- 
liverance wns at hand, and It wno a 
momen,t of the utmost peril. The won- 
der is that everyone kept their heads as 
they did. 

The Mary D. Hume glided on the sea- 
ward side of the Alaska, and, making 
fast, the passengers and crew were 
transferred in a twinkling. In the 
meantime both vessels were being driven 
along with the wind towards shore, nnd 
ulrea dy the ugly lot-King swells which 
•broke into a driving, thunderous mist at 
the shore were raising and lowering 
both vesseJs as they lay together. 

"When everybody was snfoly trans- 
ferred, the doomed bark was cut loose 
from the Hume, and the otllcers on the 
rescuing ship took u zig-zag course out 
to sea. Here and there they taeked, all 
the while drawing a little nearer a posi- 
tion of safetv in the oiling. It was only 
after several hours of this tacking that 
they made out all .Ight, and several 
times it was thought that the gallant 
little Tessel would be driven back in 
spite of everything. In the meantime 
the Alaska went on the shore. The 
driving breakers soon made short work 
of her. Within an nour after striking 
she parted amidships, and the remains 
were soon knocked into pieces hardly 
larger than good kindling wood. The 
cargo went :iiwas1i, and every mvM of 
freight proved a total loss. Quite n bit 
of hermetically sealed stuff was picked

BOUNDARY SHIPMENTS. 

A Thousand Tons n Day Being Sent to 
Trail Smelter. 

Grand Forks, June 23. — Forty tous of ore 
have been extracted thus far from the new 
working shaft recently started ou the Phil 
Sheridan claim, of the Enrlhiiuake group, 
Brown's camp, north fork of Kettle river. 
The shaft has attained a depth of twenty 
feet. The returns gave ?18 per ton In all 
values, but some of the ssays range from 
$20 to ?50 per ton. The walls 
■are well defined, and the ledge at the 
bottom of the shaft Is three feet wide. The 
dip Is almost vertical. A noteworthy fea- 
ture Is that the values are Increasing with 
depth, and the Indications point to the 
early widening of the ledge. It Is the 
Intention to drift from the 75-foot level 
and lustal a small plant, as well as Increase 
the working force, at an early date.

Speaking .of the Stewart River, 
Dawson Sun expresses the opinion thnt 
most of the creeks will be mined with 
success, although at present the cost of 
getting in supplies is so great that, in the 
absence, of well-defined paystreaks, the 
risk of engaging in operations at all ex- 
tensively is too great. The observation, 
the Sun says, is applicable to the creeks 
on the right bank of iue Yukon between 
the Stewart and Dawson. The whole 
region is auriferous, *nd in most of tho 
creeks tributary to the Stewart large 
nuggets are found in connection with 
coarse gold. It is stated that a large 
party of prospectors will go up to the 
headwaters of the Stewart this season, 
for the purpose of thoroughly examining 
the ground, which has not yet even been 
visited by explorers. We believe that 
the policy of the White Pass .V Yukon 
railway in the future will enable the 
mines of tho Yukon to be worked with 
a profit, even when they are not Up to 
the standard of Klondike. The trans- 
portation problem has been very nearly 
solved, and with the experience gained 
this year, next season's business ought 
to be on a basis that will render profit- 
able mining which hitherto could not be 
touched. 



UNFAIR TO VICTORIA. 

The Rev. A. B. Winchester, Presby- 
terian Chinese missionary of this city, is 
a gentleman whom every one respects, 
and we should be very sorry to say any- 
thing that might have a tendency to de 
tract from the esteem in which he is 
held; but we cannot, in justice to the 
people of Victoria and the province at 
large, permit an interview, which ho 
gave to a Montreal Witness reporter, to 
pass without comment. We quote hia 
statements in regard to the treatment of 
Chinese in thus country in their entirety 

Mr. Winchester feels strongly in regard 
to the treatment of the Chinese in Brit- 
ish Columbia. lie drew a graphic pic- 
ture of the Chinese and the opium war; 
of the awful haVoc wrought by th 
of i pilliu, more desolating than famine or 
pestilence or war— an evil which was 
forced upon China by England, a Chris- 
tian nation, at the point ■)( the bayonet, 
bhigland demanded Hongkong, twelve 
million dollars, nut) the right of her sub- 
jects to enter the Chinese empire and 
iive and trade there. To balance this 
a ciUnilur right was conferred upon Chi- 
nese subjects to enter the British pos- 
sesions. What happened'.' In tho one 
case the right of the British was main- 
tained by "iron shard and naked steel," 
while in the other we clapped a tax upon 
the Chinese, treated them as less than 
human, and denied them elementary jus- 
tice. The Chinese hail a natural, a le- 
gal, an industrial right to enter British 
territory. The thing that ho was most 
proud of iu British history was thnt 
Great Britain had stood fur fair play. 
It wounded him to the quick to find thai 
this principle was denied to the Chinese.

COUrOUATlONS. 



The Winnipeg Tribune says that Mr. 
Duusmuir is " a corporation man." We 
do not Suppose that even the Tribune 
knows what it means by this. It is an 
expression that sounds well to some 
people. It has a definite signification in 
the United States; it has none in Can- 
ada. Mr. Dunsnniir belongs to several 
corporations, and a very large propor- 
tion of the people of Canada also belong 
to corporations. Through the instru- 
mentality of corporations a number of 
people are enabled to divide and limit 
risks iu business transactions, and this 
is one of the great secrets of modern 
progress. A very well-informed repre- 
sentative of the Shah of Persia, who 
was interviewed by the Colonist a few 
years ago, spoke of the great undevel- 
oped wealth of his country, but said 
nothing was done with it because of the 
hick of corporations. There are rich 
men in Persia, but they have not learned 
the art of dividing and limiting risks by 
the formation of corporations, ami in 
consequence they do not care to under- 
take large business ventures, even 
1 hough they see the necessity of them. 
The limited liability corporation is one of 
the most remarkable products of Nine 
teenth Century civilization, and one of 
its most elHcieut agents iu the work of 
progress. 

In the United States there is a cry 
.against corporations, and with some 
reason. In a country where almost 
every olllce is eleeth e, and where el 
tions are < > f frequent occurrence, il is 
easy to see that corporations can get 
■control nf the whole legislative, judicial 
and executive machinery of a state. This 
means Ihnl the laws, no matter how 
they are passed, will be interpreted and 
administered so as to -nit tin- wishes nf 
the corporations. The great political in- 
llueuce nf tin- corporations enables them 
li. force their friends to the front, even 
iu federal matters. Thus it came about 
that in more than one state during tho 
ln-.t ten years thorp lias been what was 
called " gov- rninent by injunction." 
Nothing of the kind exists in Canada,, 
and it is m-r-r likely to exist, owing to 
the fact i bat our institutions, though- 
more broadly democratic than those of 
the United States, are formed on very 
different lines. The imported anti-cor- 
iporation cry is entirely out of place in 
Canada. It ifa in keeping with the 
notion, which found expression in tho 
last provincial legislature, that tho 
Speaker is a party lender. It has come 
in from the South with other pernicious 
notions. We believe that, while cor

men who paid them lower wages. lie 
had never met a Chinaman who would 
not he glad to get the highest wages. In 
order to obtain any employment he had 
to take lower wages, which lie did not 
always even get in British Columbia. 
Sometimes he was kicked out withoul 
any wages at all. Xo company could 
obtain incorporation which did not state 
ti nt it would not employ Chinese labor. 
When a Chinaman was assaulted the of- 
fenders were not punished; when peo- 
ple got laundry work done and did not 
pay lor ii the Chinaman had no redress. 
There was the case' of a woman who had 
got several parcels of laundry without 
paying for them. This woman entered 
the Chinaman's shop one day and de- 
manded her laundry. The Chinaman 
said she must lirst pay for it. She 
snatched at the parcel; the Chinaman in- 
terposed. Tho woman brought in two 
men in plain clothes, who proved to be 
policemen. I'liey demanded tJiat the 
woman get the clothes; the Chinaman 
attempted to explain the situation in re- 
gard to previous non-payments; the po- 
licemen nished at the Chinaman and two 
Others who were in the shop; a free 
light ensued, and the papers next day 
gave a revolting account of the affair, 
gloating over the fact Unit the China- 
men had got broken heads, and that it 
would teach them a lesson. .Mr. Win- 
chester sent a Chinaman to a so-called 
Christian family. The mistress wanted 
him to wash clothes on Sunday. The 
Christian Chinaman refused. She called 
her husband, who beat him and put him 
out. cursing that he would learn the 
Chinaman to teach him Christian othics. 

Xo unrighteous course, according to 
Mr. Winchester, will ever result in sta- 
ble or righteous conditions. lie would 
not object to any educational test, and 
test as to moral character, but when 
you exclude the Chinaman on the ground 
of his nationality, you are narrow, un- 
just and uurighteous. Let him be treated 
as a man. Consider him on the hu- 
man plane. lie' works cheaper because 
he is made to do so. Is it a crime that 
ho supports his parents, his family, in 
China with his earnings? In British 
Columbia the question was political; 
but generally, the situation as regards 
the Chinese was due to the competitive 
system, which must in time be replaced 
by the co-operative system. To-day it 
was the Chinese who competed; to-mor- 
row, it Would be the Doukhobors and 
Galicians, the next day it would he the 
English, Irish and Scotch. 

The measure of success which lias been 
vouchsafed Mr. Winchester's work al- 
most awed him when he thought of the 
difficulties of the situation. Tho China- 
man was pressed into certain quarters, 
where he was surrounded by the degrad- 
ed and lost elements of the place. No 
doubt the Chinaman had seen vice — dark 
enough, no doubt — in his own country; 
but ho had never seen it Haunting itself 
on the street as he had to see it in Vic- 
toria and Vancouver; he iiad never seen 
the drunkenness which he had to wit- 
ness; he had never seen the shatnelessness 
of vice which carried on its orgies at his 
elbow. He said, "If this is Christianity, 
1 do not want il." When be was natur- 
alized, he could not vote. lie might own 
property, but he could not be represented. 
When a Chinese minister paid a visit to 
the United Slates— a Methodist minis- 
ter in good standing, who was well 
known to tin- authorities— he was de- 
tained upon re-entry, and fifty d dlars 
had to he paid before he was released, 
although he had been years in the coun- 
try. The Chinaman was treated as U*« 
than human. Xo wonder be said, "I do 
not want Christianity, if this be il." 

We do not. know anything about the in- 
cidents of which Mr. Winchester speaks. 
They doubtless occurred, that is. some- 
thing doubtless occurred which was ex- 
plained lo Mr. Winchester as being sulli- 
cient foundation for his statements. Un- 
questionably he would not stale what he 
diil not believe to be true. Hut while 
there are doubtless occasional instances 
in which Chinamen tire wronged, we do 
not believe they are more numerous than 
those in which white people are wronged. 
When Mr. Winchester speaks of tho pa- 
llors gloating over the fact that China- 
men have been injured, we fear we must 
inform him that ho is slandering tin; press 
of British Columbia, If a case can be 
cited in which the papers have "gloated 
over the fact that Chinamen got broken 
heads and that it would teach them a les- 
son." wo would like some definite infor- 
mation as to the time and curcumstauces. 
We recall nothing of the kind; hut we 
do recall more than one instance in 
which both the Victoria Colonist and the 
Victoria Times have severely reprimand- 
ed boys for their occasional assaults upon 
Chiname'h'. -'• Wo- would not undertake to 
say that Chinamen are never wronged in 



The Times draws attention to the fact 
that there is over .'?:!(IO,()ni> for British 
Columbia iu the Supplementary IOsti- 
matis. Of this $150,0(10 is for the Yukon 
telegraph line, and can hardly be classed 
as a British Columbia item. Neverthe- 
less, we ure thankful for small favors, 
and are not without a reason to think 
that the expenditures referred to are iu 
part, at least, due to the constant reiter- 
ation of the claims of British Columbia 
by the Colonist. Col. Prior and Senator 
Mncdonnld. The Times certainly can 
take no part of trie credit.

Coroner's Jury Bring iu a Non-C'ouimit- 
tal Verdict. 

News was received from Dawson yes- 
terday that at the coroner's inquest on 
the body of (Jlayson, one of the men mur- 
dered on the trail lost winter, the jury 
found "that a certain person or persons 
to the jurors aforesaid unknown, on a 
date unknown, feloniously, wilfully and 
of their malice aforethought, the said 
Fred H. Clayson did kill and murder, 
against the peace of our Lady the Queen, 
her crown and diguity." 

Tom Davics, manager in Dawson for 
the Canadian Development Company, 
has resigned his position and been suc- 
ceeded by C. M. Chambers, of the White 
Pass railroad. Other new officials for 
the Dawson office are the appointment of 
Frank Mortimer to be cashier aud T. S.

The Dawson News reports that Mr.

News was received last night from 
Dawson of another tragedy. John Le- 
Grace, or, as he was sometimes known, 
Tom 'Forrest, shot and wounded ' his 
wife, from whom he had been separated 
for eome time, and shot and killed him- 
self. The victim of the tragic occur- 
rence, who had been living at Dawson, 
and before at Glenora with a man named 
Madden, was a resident of this city two 
years ago, being in a house of _ ill-fame 
here. The committal of the crime was 
premeditated. The murderer arrived at 
Dawson on a scow on June 6, and wrote 
a letter, which is believed to tell of what 
he intended doing, addressed to one 
Jones in the City of Mexico. He.went 
to the river steamer Ora, which was pre- 
paring to leave Dawson, and gave the 
letter to a passenger named How a 1, 
who promised to mail it on reaching the 
outside." , , , x , 

LeGrace left 'here about the end of 
May and stayed some time at Bennett, 
He met S. K. Sherwood and Tjler 
Brown, with whom he went to Dawson. 
He gave his name as lom 1- on es 
They built a scow and reached Dawson 
with it three weeks ago. T.ne day fol- 
lowing LeGrace went to Sherwood and 
asked him to go down with him to see a 
party Sherwood only walked as tar as 
the post otlice, and he never saw Le- 
Grnce again in his lifetime 

Then it seems, the intending murderei 
'went to find his wife. Two hours later 
revolver shots were heard from Her 
t-itltiu in front of the Owl restaurant and 
she was seen to run outside, with moou 
streaming from her neck. In the cabin 
LeGrace was found in a bed wit h a re- 
volver in his hand and a bullet hole In 
his head, dying.

The Nome stampede Is becoming as pro- 
ductive af stories of horrible deaths of un- 
fortunate gold seekers who have had awful 
tights to euHtalu life before succumbing to 
tlie pangs of starvation and exposure on 
the shores of that "Never, Never" NUNU 
the shores of that northern "Never- Never" 
country. Already several eases of starva- 
tion and death have been reported, and 
now comes another in the mail from Cape 
Nome, which reached here yesterday. The 
story deals with the fate of the live out of 
a crew of tlx that went north onthesteamer 
Eacreet, of Snohomish, Wash, commanded 
by C'apt. J. II. Johnson, of San Francisco. 
It was on November that the Eacreet

Dr Simpson, who was called to tue 
eabin said he had been told that a man 
bad shot a woman and afterwards him- 
self On going into the cabin the man 
w- s found lying ou his face, bleeding 
profusely. He was taken to the Good 
Samaritan hospital, where the doctor 
probed for the bullet. He was unable 
to get it and dressed the wound and left 
the man' who died during the night. 

He left a letter, addressed to no one, 
which was dated Dawson, June b. It 
stnrts- "As 1 am about to see my wife 
again, and not knowing what might 
ok-ur 1 write," etc. In it he recites 
that he and the wounded women were 
married at Hamilton, Out., in 1S7U 
four children-two girls, who 



sailed from Nome and she had hardly clear 
ed the harbor when the storm took hold of 
her, and -she drifted. She was tossed and 
buffeted at the will of the winds until. she 
was cast ou St. Lawrence Island. They 
were some sixty miles from the Indian 
village of Savuke when the wreck occurred, 
but the mariners did not know this and 
believed that there were no. human beings 
on the Island on which they were cast. 
They had twenty days' provisions, vfliich 
they husbanded and dished out in as small 
a ration as ever did a beleagured garrison. 
An effort was made, too, to repair the 
schooner to get away from the lone, deso- 
late spot, but before anything* could be 
done, the lee pack began to form and the 
schooner was locked In fast. 

The sole Burvivor of the tragedy was 
James Murphy, who tells of the horrors 
of the stay onithellsland as follows: "When 
we got ashore on the bench we made a fire 
and started to look for food, but It was 
difficult to get any. The captain nnd 
another started off a few days afterwards 
to explore the Island nnd see If there was 
any village or mission. It was snowing 
hard nnd was awful rold when they left, 
and next day the captain froze to death. 
I.air. who had gone with him, and who 
was the owner of the schooner, returned 
With the news of the captains death. A 
Bled was made, nnd some of the men went 
to bring In the captain's body. Others 
mode fox traps, and some days afterwards 
they caught four foxes. 
A diary kept by 'Murphy tells of the days 

that, followed. On 'Di nber 0. they found 

It too cold to stay ashore and woof on 
board the schooner. Foxes then became 
more scarce dally, fish could not be caught, 
and the provisions dwindled away. Kf. 
fnrls wen- made to get the boat out over 
I he Ice, but all failed. Pally the entries 
became more and more evident of the dentil 
that was to come. The day before Christ- 
mas" Murphy writes, "have only four_stleks 
and half a box left." Other entrloR tell 
of the getting of rotten white fish and 
whale carcasses anil decaying seals which 
were eaten by the shipwrecked men, nnd 
then, one by one, the seamen are reported 
dad. Lair had not returned from a trip of 
exploration. "I mioss he's dead" was the 
comment of the historian. Smith had been 
lost. Nlchol had perished of cold, and when 
at length Indians arrived from the mission 
with ofTers of assistance and warm clothes, 
E. C. Elliott and J. Murphy were tho only 
survivors, and of these, Elliott died on 
his way to the mission. Murphy reached 
the mission on March 21, and was taken off 
by the bark Alxskn.

The coloniul private is always as eager 
as his officer to do his best and learn his 
utmost, and no work was too hard for 
any of them, if it was in the direction of 
learning to be "like the fellows from

At first the regular officer twho has thO 
race-caution against leaping into indis- 
criminate friendships) held aloof from 
the colonial, and the colonists used to re- 
mark that "you can get diamonds out of 
the He Beers safe easier than conversa- 
tion out of a British officer." But the 
compulsory bed-fellowship of a campaign 
and the rough work of war, done side by 
side, soou led the cautious regular to pick 
out the good fellows among the auxiliar- 
ies, and to make friends of them. 

Then it was that the colonial, full of 
the most earnest soldiery ambition 
(though he was a doctor or an urchitect 
at home), discovered that the men whom 
he had looked up to as so many little 
gods of war, wanted always to talk of 
sport and speculation, love add good dur- 
ing—but never of war. 

I am not leaving it to be inferred that 
the colonial officer or private is a better 
lighting man, all in all, than the regular; 
but it is true that both have their Strong 
points of superiority. The colonials tell 
into the Boer methods of rough warfare, 
and were able to match the Boers game 
more quickly-and, to the last, they were 
able to fight the Boors more economically 
than the regulars. That is merely saying 
that they fitted very well into bouth At- 
rica warfare; a different thing from say- 
ing that they would all prove as valuable 
in a European war. 

One thing is certain; of two sad defici- 
encies of the army— scouting and strat- 
e K y— the colonials tilled up one empty 
space. They added excellent forces of 
scouts to the force. 

Scouting at the beginning of the war, 
on one side of South Africa, was the 
most grotesque farce imaginable. We 
had a lot of men chosen for their ability 
to speak Dutch (which was a dangerous 
quality in a rebellious Dutch colony), and 
their 'knowledge of the country (which 
would have been of more value had the 
men been of a higher grade of mental de- 
veloptneut). When they were not draw- 
ing absolutely ridiculous maps (as to the 
accuracy of every point iu which no two 
over agreed! they used to be seut "to 
draw the enemy's fire." This latter trick 
was looked upon as a triumph of genius, 
and perhaps it was, but some of us never 
could quite grasp its value in the way it 
was done. It was different when the 
Australians and Canadians, New Zea- 
landers. and Africanders got to work. 
They used to BWnrin over the enemy's 
tonntrv in ones nnd twos, defying the 
cowardly Boers, stampeding the families, 
living on the fat of the land, and master- 
ing topography; indeed, some of them 
could find their way about at night like 
cats. 

The cowboys, bushrangers, and Afri- 
canders all took naturally to fighting on 
their hollies, to getting and keeping ex- 
cellent cover, and to shooting only when 
there was something to aim at, instead 
of emptying their rifles at rocks and sage 
brush by the hour. 

One of the best points about the colon- 
ial marks the difference between the 
character of the self-reliant pioneers in 
new lands and the dependent masses in 
obi countries. It may be that European 
armies will never be stocked with men 
of such independence and self-confidence 
as not to care whether their officers are 
with them or absent, or are alive or dead. 
Yet it was this quality which made pos- 
sible much or the work done by the colon- 
ials. 

Take, for instance, the widely loose 
formation in which such super-excellent 
troops as Brabant's Tlorse went into ac- 
tion. I mention that Dody, because it is 
officered by Imperial officers— by regulars 
who had the modesty and wisdom not to 
try to alter the colonial's methods, but 
simply to drill and train and disiplinc him 
Tor cam]) life and the rough essentials of 
organization, and then to make the most 
of his rough but efficient and successful 
methods in warfare. 

These colonials went into action so 
spread out that a company covered near- 
ly a mile of single line, and the captain 
was often both unseen and unhenrd by 
Ids men. In this way the men of the 
troop missed more bullets than they can 
tioop missed more bullets than they 
caught, had as fair a chance for their 
bettor marksmanship as the Boers had for 
their poor shooting, disguised their real 
strength for weakness of numbers) just 
as the Boers did. and still remained, as 
they began, with the advantage of being 
better shots and braver men. 

There is not a feature of all this that 
the more keen and ambitious British offi- 
cers in South Africa have not noted and 
applied to the methods of their own men 
— which is one reason why I say they are 
of greater value to Great Britain than 
when they left these shores for a "bit of 
sport" that was to last till Christmas. 

Some of the worst of our faults iu the 
army at the beginning of the war had 
their source in race peculiarities, for the 
Anglo-Saxon is always unprepared for 
war. and always is willing to take it on 
before he is prepared. Likewise he al- 
ways has an immeasurable contempt for 
bis' antagonist as a fighter, and 
such a monumental conceit of 
his own abilities that he in- 
variably enters upon a war as if it 
were to be a milii;,ry promenade and 
over in a few weeks. 

R"t this does not excuse the general- 
ship which marches a force of foot 
against the most mobile foe in Christen- 
dom, which sets tin army going without 
tents, overcoats, or sufficient food, which 
slavishly clings to a railway as if it were 
an essential wing of the army, and then 
persists iu frontal attacks and bull-dog 
assaults, as if strategy could only be 
practised by a rude nnd ignorant enemy. 

I suggest no one lender by this cate- 
gory, for such mistakes and worse were 
not' confined to any one leader. Not even 
11 born soldier nnd a great one, like Lord 
Roberts, can move six or seven coljjmns 
and capture two foreign countries with- 
out mistakes, if the only instinctive, keen 
and practised generals under him are a 
French, a Maedonald, a Kelly-Kenny, 
and a Tole-Carewv 

The result was that in four weeks, 
while We were at Bloemfontelni, we 
botched the subjection of the conquered 
half of the Free State, were fooled with 
a lot of antiqtfnted rifles handed in by 
men who kept fheit mausers and contin- 
ued to use them, suffered the Kroon- 
spruit surprise, failed £0 relieve Broad- 
wood at that place, and were debited 
with the excuseless mishap at Karroo 
Siding. 

But the only men who have not been 
improved are the Tommies. I do uot

COUNCIL OP WOMEN. 

Arrangements For the Annual Meeting 
to Be Held in July. 

As bus already been stated, the 
National Council of Women of Canada 
will this year hold its seven! h annual 
meeting in this city during Uie last week 
of .Inly. Reduced rates have kindly 
been grunted the delegates by the C. P. 
R., which will enable a large number of 
the Eastern councils to be well repre- 
sented. 

Miss Theresa Wilson, formerly private

His Lordship the Bishop of Columbia 
delivered the following address: 
My Brethren of the Clergy and Laity 

I am thankful tor the opportunity of thus 
meeting you In synod so soon after my 
return from England. Away from th 
diocese and In a different atmosphere It Is 
perhaps easier to form a truer Judgment 
„f Its spiritual condition, and I return 
witii a full appreciation of the privileges 
we enjoy, and also with a feeling of bow 
much remains to be done. Here we are 
spared that spirit of hostility and exagger- 
ation which Is largely fostered by political 
parties in the old country. There the claim 
of the church to be national with its grand 
historic position and Its liberal endowments 
naturally arouses a spirit of jealousy and 
opposition. Here It Is altogether different, 
The position of the church in this diocese, 
so far as doctrine Is concerned, Is indeed 
Identical with that of the church at home. 
We arc not a separate body »f Christinas 
that commenced Its work In British Colum- 
bia forty years ago, but we emphatically 
claim our descent from and union with the 
church of England as our mother. It Is 
In no spirit of nrroganee or pride, lint of 
deepest thankfulness, that we realize the 
growth of the Anglican communion through- 
out tin' world, our thoughts go back two 
centuries, when the Society for tin.' Propa- 
gation of the Gospel entered upon Its work. 
In the year 1700 there were 27 bishops and 
0,000 clergy In Great Britain and Ireland, 
and none outside. To-day there are til 
bishops and 23,000 clergy at home, ami OS 
bishops nnd },8<K) clergy In the colonial 
church and missionary fields. While In the 
United States of America there are f?0 bish- 
ops and 4,800 clergy— who shall toll what a 
power nnd force this Anglican church would 
have been, If those who have separat 
themselves from the fold had remained In 
communion with her. Let no one talk of 
healthy competition! The harm that Is 
done— to take one point nlone, in the mis- 
sionary work of the church amongst the 
Heathen, owing to our "unhappy divisions" 
Is In itself unspeakable. Is It not a dream 
that the position of the Anglican church 
may yet form a rallying point for an ex 
tenia! communion of nil who profess and 
call themselves Christians? Por that, a 
nil events, It Is ours to hope, and work 
nnd pray. 

But In our synod we have to fix our at- 
tention more closely on the condition of 
our own diocese, nnd the statistics, so far 
ns we hnve been able to collect them, show 
satisfactory results of the year's work. 
There has been hardly any Increase In 
the population, so that the numbers of our 
communlcnnts remain as they were, and 
the amount of money collected for church 
expenses Is almost Identical with that of 
last year, but we still lack the true solrit 
of enthusiasm, nnd are sadly tempted to 
be content with things ns they are, 

I have to report the retirement of the 
Rev. Canon Good, on account of railing 
health, having completed forty years of 
ministry In British Columbia; first on the 
Mainland, among the Indians nt Lytton, 
and after the division of the dloocso, nt 
Nnnnlmo, He has been able to undertake 
a small parish In the diocese of California. 
In the nhsonoe of anything of the nature 
of a superannuation fund, an arrangement 
was made with the authorities of the parish 
of St. Paul's, Nanaimo, by which a sum of 
money was given to Canon Good on his 
retirement. 

I am thankful to gay that the Rev. C. E. 
Cooper, on his return from England last 
year, was Instituted ns rector of Nanaimo, 
with the Rev. D. Dunlop ns curate In 
charge of (lie parish of St. Alban's. 

The Rev. Swlthln Asqulth resigned the 
charge of Albernl last November, nnd has 
left the diocese, since which time the ser- 
vices have been regularly undertaken by 
laymen, nnd one of the clergy has visited 
Albernl monthly. The Rev. W. C. n. 
Ellison has also resigned the charge of 
Metchosin. 

No new clergy have been admitted Into 
the diocese, but Mr. Grnv hns been licensed 
is a Inr render In the district of Welling- 
ton nnd Nortlifleld, with a hope that hi 
mil- before lonrr be ordained. 

The only addition to our church acoonv 
modntlon hns been nt St. Saviour's, Vic- 
toria West, where n most successful niter 
ntlon hns been made. Improving greajtlj 
'he nppenrnnce of the church nnd ineetlns 
the needs of the Increase of the number of 
Imperial troops at the bnrrncka, The S. P. 



C. K., with their usual kindness, made a 
grant of $200, and owing to the liberal 
and generous response of the parishioners I 
am thankful to say that there is no debt 
nson the church. 

The debt upon St. Barnabas' has also 
been reduced, and It is hoped that It may 
be extinguished by the end of the year. A 
new vicarage has been built nt Cowichan, 
aud a considerable sum has been collected 
for a new rectory nt Saanlch; while a new 
rectory Is being built In Nanaimo. 

The mission work amongst the Chinese 
In Victoria has been faithfully carried on, 
although we are not able to record any 
baptisms during the past year. It Is in no 
sense a school for teaching English, but 
every night. In the week, ns well as on the 
Sundays the elements of Christian faith 
are set before those who attend by the 
Rev. J. Grundy and the catechist. 

The future of The Chinese empire Is In 
all our minds, and no one can tell what a 
day may bring forth. To us who accept 
the commands of Jesus Christ as still bind- 
ing upon the church to preach the gospel 
to every creature, the "open door" does not 
menu merely an opportunity for the devel- 
opment of trade and commerce, nor for 
forcing our Western civilization upon the 
Par East, but rather that harriers may be 
removed for the free access of the message 
of the gospel nnd the- advancement of the 
kingdom ot our Lord. 

The progress of our mission work, amongst 
the Indians nt Alert Bay Is satisfactory. 
The archdeacon visited the station during 
my absence, and brought a good report. 

The Bev. A. J. Hall Is still on furlough, 
but the work Is carried on by a faithful 
hand of missionaries. The C. M. S. con- 
tinue to bear the whole of the financial 
burden. 

The state of th.' mission fund of the 
dioc ese demands our more serious consid- 
eration, it Is a matter of regret that we 
hnve to announce a deficit of $5oo. which 
Is to be accounted for partly by the non- 
payment of Interest due upon Investments, 
and partly by the decrease In the amount 
contributed as a Lenten offering, which has 
fallen from $027 In LSI)!) to $77N tlili 
We shall be told that this !s due to the 
large sunn contributed to the Patrioth 

Fund, but It Is a very poor in f of pat 

rlntlsm if offerings are simply transform 
from one c|innnel to another. This hns 
happened in tile old country In too many 
cases, ami I am afraid that It must have 
occurred to some degree amongst ourselves. 

The timely help which we received last 
year from the Domestic and Foreign Board 
of Missions In the Hast or Canada has 
prevented us from having an overwhelming 
deficit, and I am glad to be able to report 
that I have received another grant of $200 
from the same source since our books were 
closed. In the schedule of grnnts to the 
various parishes which will be presented 
by the executive committee, you will find 
that with the funds which we hope to re- 
ceive during the coining yenr, there Is a 
prospect of our being able to carry on 
the work In the various missions; although 
In three eases It will be necessary to re- 
duce the grants. 

But this year I am very anxious thnt 
we should turn our thoughts especially to 
the capital funds of the diocese. We want 
$12,500 to set us free from our mortgages 
anil debts, which have gradually accumulat- 
ed upon the Angela college property In 
Victoria, and the Mountain district lot In 
Nanaimo. A part of the capital of the 
Clergy Endowment Fund hns been spent 
for this purpose, an'i must be replaced. 
May the close of this century Ree the close 
of our Indebtedness, so thnt we may hnve 
a freer band In the future for the develop- 
ment of the work of the church In our 
diocese. 

It will roqnlrr- renl self-denial, but It is 
by no means an Impossible sum to raise, 
If the diocese can be aroused to do its 
duty. Only let us remember thnt we arc 
"put on our honor" before God, and enter 
upon this nnd all our work In the realiza- 
tion of His presence and guidance, and all 
will be well.

KILLING HP MeXAMEE. 

James Mc.N'ainee Writes Respecting the 
Man Who Killed His Brother. 



In a letter to the Dawson News. James 
McXnmee, the Klondike claim owner, 
.•liter referring to tin- past record of 
Charles Hubbard, who is on trial for kill- 
ing Thomas McXatnec, says: 

"It is true that in the ease brought 
against me by my brother, in which he 
claimed that I entered into a partnership 
with him in Juneau In 1804, this man 
Hubbard was to be the chief witness, 
and was to testify that he was present 
with myself and my brother when the 
partnership arrangement was made. As 
a matter of fact, Hubbard was never 
present at any conversation between me 
and my brother, and is quite unknown 
to me, and if he held a promissory note 
of Thomas McNnmeo s for $5,000 It was 
certainly not for moneys advanced by 
him to McNumee, or for any good nnd 
valuable nnd moral consideration. 

" You have also indicated that if my 
brother had proceeded in his lawsuit 
against me, he would have been able to 
obtain a half-interest in all my property. 
As a matter of fact, in arriving at the 
settlement I made with my brother, I 
did so simply because he was my brother 
and I desired to assist him, and also to 
avoid litigation, and not because I 
thought he had any claim whatever 
against me. As I have already pledged 
my oath in court that no such arrange- 
ment ns thnt which was to be vouched 
for by Hubbard was ever made, I need 
say nothing more on that subject. 

" There is only one other matter men- 
tioned by you anil to which it is neces- 
sary to refer, and that is with reference 
to the law costs of my brother's lawyers, 
in that he settled the suit with me with- 
out making any provision for the pay- 
ment of bis lawyer's fees. As n matter 
of fact, although the suit had not come 
to trial, my brother left behind him in 
Dawson money to pay his law costs, and 
bis lawyers have been paid no less a sum 
than $1,500 for their connection with the 
■ <.tter, although it was settled out of 
court."

Camp Maitland, Capetown, South 
Africa, May 22.— Struthcona's Horse has 
fared much worse than any other of the 
Canadian contingents in getting to the 
front. We have been here now six 
weeks; we hope within three days to he 
away. 

Our camp on landing was on Green 
Point Commoa, about two miles south 
of Capetown, but easily accessible by 
trams. Shortly after reaching that 
camp some of our horses developed 
glanders, nnc. we discovered we were en- 
camped upon glundered ground. All 
horses hud to be tested, and a great deal 
of time was taken up iu so doing. As u 
result of a. careful test, a great many of 
our horses were destroyed, aud we were 
told we would get remounts from the 
remount farm. 

While nt this camp the first death 
occurred in the regiment. Private Sini- 
mil, who joined at Vernon, B. (.'.. was 
taken ill on board the Monterey ami was 
removed to Woodstock hospital, on the 
outskirts of Capetown. He belonged to 
Xo. :i Troop of "('" Squadron, which 
troop was the burial party. Private 
Simmil was buried in Port Knockee 
cemetery. A great deal of hard work 
was put in by all preparatory to moving 
forward, as rumors of nil kinds went 
Hying about. The first definite informa- 
tion was that "C" Squadron was to turn 
over its horses to "A" and "B" squad- 
rons and to march to this camp, there 
to take over all horses required to com- 
plete our establishment— 200 animals. 

This enmp is seven miles from Green 
Point, on the other side of Capetown, 
and as n camping ground differs very 
much from Green Point. That camp is 
very low, and dense, drenching fogs 
come in from the ocean every night. 
This camp is quite high, on the top of n 
low hill sloping to a pretty ravine. Back 
of each camp is Table mountain, on 
which each night the table-cloth is 
spread, to be roiled up in the morning. 

The horses we got are Argentine 
ponies. They have deep bodies, large 
necks and short legs, nnd appear to be a 
tine, stur-li' lot; opinion, though, is 
divided as to their staying powers. If 
they will stay as long as they can buck, 
they will do well, for as bucket's they 
nre' a decided success. As soon as the 
horses were caught, out of 1,500 in the. 
kraal, the shoeing began. This was a 
tedious task, it being no unusual sight 
to see a horse lying on his back being 
shod. 

At first wo were told we would have to 
leave all our transport wagons behind 
us, as all other contingents had done, 
but subsequently an order came out that 
we were to take 40 transport wagons. 
We bad issued to us 400 mules for these 
wagons. Mules were furnished for each 
of our Maxim guns. With the mules, 
of course, went Kalllr boys, in the pro- 
portion of one boy to live mules. We 
have recently received a "pom-pom' 
gun, the newest, and, while not the most 
destructive in the way of killing, cer- 
tainlv is a fearful weapon in its moral 
effect with its 300 explosive shells a 
minute. To take this gun aud its am- 
munition will require 00 mules. 

We hnve just been informed that we 
are also to have 500 pack horses. When 
we are on the march with nil our ani- 
mals, we will take up considerable dis-

A short time ago the remount officer 
started with 70(1 horses for Stellenhosch, 
about ;S0 miles up country; he had about 
Ctl drivers with him. After about eight 
miles th.- horses stampeded, nnd no ef- 
forts could recover them. In a day or 
two we were ordered to go in search of 
these horses. We spent, two days and 
a night searching, and, while we had 
some" trouble, we saw a great deal of the 
country surrounding Capetown. W e 
travelled about GO miles in two days, 
sleeping in the open. A board was held 
on the loss of the horses, nnd it is re- 
ported the remount officer had IT mules 
and 8 horses more than he required. 
Strathcona's Horse are a success when 
given a show. 

Some funny incidents are told of some 
of the English volunteer corps who have 
como out. One corps hadn't a tent 
pitched after three days on the camping 
ground; they didn't know how to do it. 
Their meals up to that time had con- 
sisted of biscuits and champagne. This 
same corps were much concerned when 
forced through an unkind order of only 
SO pounds baggage per troop, to store in 
Capetown a large quantity of cham- 
pagne. The result on health of the 
change to the muddy Moddei river has 
not been reported. 

The story is told of a London Rough 
Rider, who, when presented with n 
horse, said: " Thank you. sir; but what 
am I to do with it 

Positive orders for aioving are in now, 
and unless a change is made, which is 
quite possible, we will embark to-morrow 
aud sail Thursday. May 24, for the oast 
coast. We do not know our destination, 
but we think it will be the upper pnrt of 
Natal and eventually patrolling the east 
boundary of the Transvaal. Our com- 
manding Officer, Col. Steele, in our own 
Northwest Mounted Police, made n 
splendid reputation for patrolling our 
borders, nnd doubtless the work we will 
have for the next few months will be of 
this class. We are pretty sure to see 
some .lighting, but it is unlikely there will 
be any very heavy engagements. The 
feeling here seems to be that the war is 
practically on its last legs. 

The number of Canadians one sees in 
Capetown is surprising. Many of them 
are refugees from Johannesburg. 

The weather here is like September in 
Ontario in the day, but nights are like 
October. J- F. N.

British Columbia's lat- 
est addition to her ever growing family, 
of cities and towns, but when it is re- 
membered that in the adjacent coal 
mines the new town has .' source of rev- 
enue that will grow eve: more rapidly 
than the new settlement itself. 

The townsite proper covers an area of 
5,000 feet by 3,000 feet, and a very larg 
portion has" already been cleared. A 
notable feature in the nomenclature of 
the place is the naming of the streets, 
which, in keeping with the eternal fitness 
of things, are named after our noted gen- 
erate in South Africa— Roberts avenue, 
Bullet- avenue, French avenue, etc., etc., 
the effect being as pleasing as it is patri- 
otic. Over one hundred houses are now 
being completed. By thw autumn it is 
fully anticipated that at least 500 fam- 
ilies will have taken up their residence 
at this plnce, while- at a low estimate at 
least 2,000 of a pontilatioa will be Lady- 
smith's claim by ih< end of the year. At 
present there is n steady influx OS peo- 
ple from Manitoba, Idaho nnd Washing- 
ton and various provincial points. No 
less than twenty-three good buildings are 
now in course of construction, and lots 
are being cleared i'or stores, etc., and iu 
six weeks' time at least 150 good struc- 
tures will be about ready for occupancy. 
Lots have been sold during the past 
nine mouths at an advance of $100 ovei 
thnt paid for them in the first instance. 

Travellers from Victoria by the morn- 
ing train reach Ladysmith nt 11:20 a.m. 
The sale of lots in this city is in the 
hands of Messrs. J. P. Foulkes & Co., of 
Fort street, where plans of the property- 
may be seen. 

THE LATE ARCHIE M'NATJGIITON

The funeral of A. McNaughton, one of 
the pioneers of Cariboo, took place on 
the morning of the 2:ird of June. The 
pall-bearers were all old-timers and 
friends of the- deceased gentleman, 
namely, Senator Jas. Reid, Mr. S. A. 
Roper, M.P.P.-eleet, A. Barlow, iS. M. 
nnd John McLean, W. A. Johnston, J. 
C. Boyd, J. E. Brown and Jos. Hop- 
wood." The large prosession formed at 
the residence and proceeded to the church, 
where the Bev, Pield Yolland conducted 
the impressive Church of England burial 
service, which was largely a choral one. 
The procession was then continued to 
the cemetery, where the colllu, which 
•was covered with wreaths, was tenderly 
laid by the side of the deceased's only 
child. Mr. McNaughton came to the 
province in lfe02, with the celebrated 
overland party from Montreal, upon 
which his talented wife has written a 
most interesting book, largely from his 
own account o£ the trip. Mr. McNaugh- 
ton remained a resident of Cariboo ever 
since his first arrival and was highly es- 
teemed and respected by all.
